One  World  Trade  Center,  also  called  the 
Freedom  Tower,  opened  on  November 
12, 2014.

The  2014  Winter  Olympic,  officially  known  as  the  XXII  Olympic 
Winter  Games,  were  held  from  February  7-23  2014.  The 
opening  scene  of  the  ceremony  featured  a notable  technical 
error,  where  one  of  five  snowflakes,  which  were  to  expand  to 
form  the  Olympic  rings,  malfunctioned  and  did  not  expand. 


Dream  Team 

American  figure  skaters  Meryl  Davis  & Charlie  White  were 
awarded  the  first  Olympic  gold  medal  for  Americans  in 
ice  dancing.  Overall,  the  USA  came  in  second  in  the  medal 
count,  with  9 Gold,  1 1 Silver  and  1 2 Bronze  Medals. 


rSan  Antonio  Spurs  defeated  the  Miami  Heat 
in  five  games  (4—1)  for  the  Spurs'fifth  NBA 
.championship  in  the  franchise's  history. 


The  Los  Angeles  Kings  defeated  the  New 
York  Rangers  four  games  to  one  to  win  their 
second  championship  in  franchise  history. 


The  Seattle  Seahawks  defeated  the 
Denver  Broncos  43-8,  claiming  the 
first  Super  Bowl  victory  for  the  team.
